For 
a space  15x20  or  300  square  feet,  one  pound  is  required  for 
new',  or  one-half  pound  for  renovation.  In  order  to  produce 
the  best  results,  grass  seed  for  lawns  should  be  sown  at  least 
twice  as  thickly  as  if  sown  for  hay.  Sow  in  March  to  June, 
or  in  September  to  October.  When  cutting  the  grass,  don’t 
cut  too  short,  as  the  sun  dries  the  roots.

One  ounce  will  sow  50  feet  of  row; 
7 pounds  will  plant  an  acre. 

The  best  soil  is  a light,  sandy  loam, 
having  been  previously  enriched  with 
well-rotted  manure.  If  the  Beets  are 
wanted  extremely  early,  sow  in  hot- 
beds and  transplant,  cutting  off  the 
outer  leaves.  For  early  use,  sow  in 
rows  at  intervals  of  two  weeks  from 
the  time  the  ground  is  fit  to  work  in 
Spring,  up  to  July.  The  rows  should 
be  12  inches  apart  and  the  seed  sown 
thinly  and  civered  firmly  with  one 
inch  of  soil.  When  the  plants  attain 
three  or  four  leaves,  thin  them  out 
to  stand  3 or  4 inches  in  the  row.  We 
print  full  cultural  directions  on  every 
packet. 

EARLY  WONDER.  (See  colored  illus- 
tration, page  9).  This  is  the  earli- 
est ana  most  perfectly  shaped  Beet 
for  bunching  purposes.  Its  beauti- 
ful deep  blood-red,  nearly  g’obular 
root,  small  sized  top  and  small, 
clean  tap  root  make  it  a strong 
asset  in  the  Beet  family.  The  at- 
tractive appearance,  uniformity  of 
size,  shape  and  color,  and  excellent

BLACK-SEEDED  SIMPSON.  One  of  the  best  for  sow- 
ing in  open  ground,  where  an  exceedingly  tender  leaf 
is  desired,  and  for  those  markets  which  demand  a very 
loose  clustering  sort.

In  cultivating  do  not  cover  the  young  bulbs  with  earth.

For  early  crops  sow  as  early  in  Spring  as  possible;  then  sow  every  two 
or  three  weeks  apart  for  a succession  throughout  the  season  well  into 
August.  Plant  in  single  rows  or  double,  4 feet  apart  and  2 inches  deep. 
In  dry  weather  soak  the  Peas  over  night  before  planting. 

EARLIEST  OF  ALL  or  ALASKA.  Vines  of  medium  height.  Pods  good 
size,  well  filled.  Seed  small,  bluish  green  and  of  good  flavor.  Crop  ma- 
tures evenly.  Very  early  and  smooth  seeded.

Fruits  are  about  4 inches  long;  flesh  thick 
and  mild;  color  dark  green  while  young,  turning  to 
bright  red  when  ripe.

Pumpkins 

One  ounce  will  plant  about  25  hills;  4 pounds  will 
plant  an  acre. 

Pumpkins  are  usually  raised  among  corn.  When  the 
corn  is  about  1%  feet  high  or  after  it  receives  its  last 
cultivation,  the  seed  is  sown,  dropping  three  seeds  in 
every  third  hill.

One  ounce  will  sow  200  feet  of  row;  one  pound  will  sow  an  acre 
in  drills,  2 pounds  broadcast. 

For  early  use  sow  in  hotbed  during  March.  As  soon  as  the  ground 
can  be  worked,  Turnips  can  be  sown  outdoors  in  drills  12  inches 
apart,  thinning  out  later  to  5 inches  apart  in  the  row. 
For  succession  sow  at  intervals  of  two  weeks  till  well 
into  August,  from  which  time  until  the  middle  of  Sep- 
tember sowing  should  be  made  for  the  later  crops.

Clover  Seed 

AT/TAT/FA  or  LUCERNE.  As  a tame  hay  plant.  Alfalfa 
stands  supreme  in  longevity,  yields,  feeding  value,  soil 
building  and  economy,  and  in  adaptability  to  wide 
variations  of  soil  and  climate.  Alfalfa  not  only  produces 
a hay  crop  of  from  3 to  10  tons  per  acre,  a valuable 
seed  crop,  but  at  the  same  time  enriches  the  soil  on 
which  it  is  growing.  Alfalfa  will  thrive  on  almost  every 
kind  of  soil  except  a wet  one.  It  is  essentially  a dry- 
land plant  and  on  wet  soils  the  weeds  will  get  ahead  of 
it.  Alfalfa  is  sown  either  in  the  Spring  or  the  Fall  at 
the  rate  of  from  15  to  20  pounds  to  the  acre.  In  sowing 
Alfalfa,  it  is  of  greatest  importance  that  the  seed  bed 
be  carefully  and  thoroughly  prepared.  The  seed  bed 
should  be  firm  and  moist,  and  the  surface  should  be 
loose,  mellow,  and  very  finely  pulverized.  Per  lb.,  50c. 

ALSIKE  or  SWEDISH.  Alsike  Clover  is  especially  valu- 
able for  growing  on  wet  or  swampy  land.  If  you  have 
a piece  of  land  that  is  too  damp  for  Alfalfa  or  other 
clovers  or  grass,  sow  a mixture  of  about  four  pounds 
of  Alsike  Clover  and  ten  pounds  of  Red  Top  Grass  seed.

It  makes  a richer  feed  than  fodder  corn,  Kaffir  or 
millet,  has  no  more  leaf  and  less  stalk  than  cane  or 
Kaffir,  cures  easily,  and  will  not  sour  or  spoil  as  cane  so 
often  does.  All  kinds  of  stock  eat  it  readily,  and  it  is 
especially  good  for  horses,  mules  and  cattle.

How  to  Plant 
Shrubs  and  Roses,  Grapes 

The  real  secret  of  success  when  planting  roses  and 
shrubs  is:  First,  to  cut  back  the  tops  severely.  Second, 
to  water  the  plant  thoroughly.  Third,  to  cover  the  newly 
set  plants  with  a mound  of  soil.  Do  not  expose  their 
roots  to  sun  or  wind  to  dry  out. 

Prune  all  of  the  canes  so  that  not  more  than  four  buds 
remain  on  a cane.  This  is  very  important. 

Shorten  the  roots  a little,  making  a smooth  cut  at  the 
end  of  each  root. 

Dig  your  holes  at  least  6 inches  wider  than  the  widest 
spread  of  the  roots,  and  deep  enough  to  let  the  plants  set 
well  down  in  the  hole. 

Put  in  the  plant  and  half  fill  the  hole  with  top  soil. 
Do  not  use  manure.  Tamp  the  soil  down  hard,  then  pour 
in  four  gallons  of  water. 

Twenty-four  hours  after  this  has  seeped  away,  finish 
filling  the  hole. 

Next,  draw  up  mound  of  soil  over  the  bush  fully  6 to 
10  inches  high.  This  will  bury  the  bush  completely  and 
protect  the  canes  from  drying  out  before  growth  begins. 

Allow  the  mound  of  «oil  to  remain  until  the  new  growth 
has  pushed  through  it  fully  six  inches,  then  hoe  the  mound 
down  gradually.

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Field  Grown  Dahlia  Roots 


The  Dahlia  is  coming  to  the  front  in  the  ranks  of  Summer 
flowering  plants.  There  is  nothing  that  can  equal  them  in 
range  of  color  and  abundance  of  bloom.  They  are  splendid 
for  cut  flower  work  and  command  attention  wherever  grown. 
Plant  the  tubers  o inches  deep  and  3 feet  apart,  lay  flat,  don't 
stand  them  upright,  cover  an  inch  or  so.  and  add  covering 
after  sprout  appears.  Tie  them  to  a stout  stake,  and  only 
permit  two  sprouts  to  grow.  Remove  all  others,  or  you  get 
too  much  plant  and  no  flowers. 

Culture.  The  Dahlia  will  succeed  in  most  soils,  but  a light, 
sandy  loam,  well  drained,  is  preferable  to  a heavy  loam  soil. 
An  open,  sunny  location  is  much  superior  to  a shady  one. 
Constant  cultivation  is  one  of  the  most  important  operations 
for  success  with  Dahlias.  Never  allow  the  top  of  the  soil 
to  bake.  Keep  the  soil  around  your  plants  cultivated,  espe- 
cially after  every  rain.  Stir  deeply  at  first,  until  buds  ap- 
pear. after  which  lighter  cultivation  is  advised.

When  the  Rose  beds  are  prepared,  be  sure 
Lhey  have  good  drainage,  and  that  the  soil  is  rich  and 
sweet.  "Water  well  after  planting.  Prune  them  well;  if 
you  do  not  know  how,  ask  us;  we  will  be  glad  to  tell 
you  the  right  way.

A light  application  of  either  sheep  manure  or  bone  meal 
applied  once  a month  will  greatly  increase  the  quantity 
and  size  of  the  bloom.

Hardy  Herbaceous  Perennial 
Plants 

BY  THIS  term  is  meant  such  plants  as  may  be  allowed  to  remain 
permanently  in  the  open  ground,  whose  foliage  dies  down  to  or 
near  the  ground  each  Autumn,  coming  forth  again  with  renewed 
vigor  the  following  Spring,  giving  a continuation  of  bloom  from  early 
Spring  until  frost.

Hardy  Lilies 

( Lilium ) 

No  herbaceous  or  shrubbery  bor- 
der or  wild  garden  is  complete 
without  a liberal  representation  of 
these  most  graceful  and  charming 
flowers.  For  successful  growing  of 
hardy  Lilies,  the  chief  requirement 
is  a loose,  well-manured  soil,  with 
some  pure  sand  added  under  each 
bulb  to  further  drainage  and  to  pre- 
vent the  bulbs  from  rotting.  They 
should  be  planted  6 to  8 inches  deep 
and  among  plants  with  heavy  foli- 
age, like  peonies,  in  order  to  keep 
the  soil  surrounding  the  bulbs  cool. 
They  should  be  left  in  the  same 
location  for  three  or  four  years 
without  lifting,  which  should  be 
done  in  September,  the  replanting 
to  take  place  at  once.  The  beds 
should  be  covered  with  leaves  or 
litter  during  Winter.  Delivery  of 
bulbs  will  be  made  in  September, 
October  or  Spring.
